Utica» N. ¥ ., Sept. 28.—The accident on 
tiie Central Hudson last night occurred two 
miles east of Palatine Bridge. 
The train is

Very fast and in consequence it is one of the 
b est patronized trains on the road. 
For this 
reason it is usually run in three sections-. *he

hYe made up wholly of sleepers. 
The train 
left Alb any last night on time, 10 p. m ., and 
on passing Fonda was 10 minutes late. 
The 
night 
was 
very 
dark 
and 
the 
rain falling nlmost continuously. 
Along the 
Contral, at night offices, illuminated figures are 
displayed showing the 
ex act time a train 
passed the station. 
The engineers following 
can keep at least 10 minutes b ehind the first 
train, and un order on the road is to tl.e effect 
that they must do so. 
Fonda is the last 
night statioil b efore reaching the sc'ene of the 
accident, and the trains passed there in one, 
two, three order, each one 10 minutes late and 
the proper distance apait. 
The engine haul­ 
ing the first section was disab led b y the 
b reaking of a steam chest, and the train was 
stopped in consequence. 
The trai man, A. 
Patten, immediately started b ack with a lan­ 
tern to flag the section following.

was just around a curve.

ACCIDENT ON T H E C E N TRA L RAILROAD

tile Central Hudson last night occurred two 
miles east of Palatine Bridge. 
The train is

best patronized trains ou the road. 
For this 
reason it is usually run in three sections-, the 
first containing dav coaffiiCá 
and

sleepers- 
The second aud third sections 
hie made up wholly of sleepers. 
The train 
left Albany last night on time, 10 p. M., and 
ou passing Fonda was 10 miuutes late. 
The 
night 
was 
very 
dark and 
the 
rain falling almost continuously. 
Along the 
Central, at night offices, illuminated figures are 
displayed showing ijlc exact time a irain 
passed the station. 
The engineers following 
can keep at least 10 minutes behind the first 
train, ami an order on the road is to tie effect 
that they must do so. 
Fonda is the last 
night statioil before reaching the scene of tlie 
accident, and the trains passed there in one, 
two, three order, each one 10 minutes late ami 
the proper distance apait. 
The engine haul­ 
ing the first section was disabled by the 
breaking of a steam chest, and the train was 
slopped in consequence. 
The tr«.i man, A. 
Pasieu, immediately started hack with a lan­ 
tern to flag the section following, 
lie went 
back urilil lie met the train following which 
was just around a curve. 
The engineer at­ 
tempted to slop his traiu but it was going at 
a \e iy fast rate of speed and was probably 
following the head train too closely, and be­ 
fore its speed could be greatly diminished tl e 
engine crashed into the rear sleeper of the 
head section standing ou the tinck.

car of

train was Private

No. 1

B. Ledyard 
and several others, all of whom escaped 
without serious injury. 
This car was not 
badly broken, but acted as a pusher to cause 
the two cars ahead of it to telescope.

kee," belonging to the Cleveland, Colinnbu'-', 
Chicago «fe St. Louis Railway, containing 
President Ingalls, of that road, and his wife. 
He was not injured, but Mrs. Ingalls is said 
to lie slightly injured.

While Uncle Sam’s servants waited the Chiefs 
sent to the Commission by tbe messengers a 
bill of complaint and notice that they would 
meet the Commission after they got their rice 
crop gathered. A repoiter returned here yes­ 
terday from a trip of inspection to the reser­ 
vation. 
It is reached by a good wagon road 
and farm after farm along nearly the whole 
way, until in the immediate vicinity of the 
reservation, attest the rich character of the 
soil.

In 1886 1 converted it into roller pro 
ss and have since had charge of it myself, 
received about $2,000 a ye ir protit from 
law practice and some $2,500 from rents 
farms, etc.. making my yearly income 
about $4,500. 
I was also interested as an at­ 
torney for the Western Union Telegraph Com 
iny in New-York, and made out ot that 
ransaction some $12,000. 
1 was nl-’o inter 
ted in the negotiation of bonds of tlie City 
of Washington. 
1 made some $8.000 out of 
Iu the Wood vulcanite enterprise I made 
om $9.000 to $12.000. 
During the time 
from 1877 to 1887 I was away from Dans 
lli> the most of the time. 
1 simply held my 
sidoncc there for political pm poses.

no special interest in Dansvillc and other 
business relations took me otherwise.

growth of willow and marsh grass.

This y ear the to tal appro priatio ns 
amo unt to abo ut $12,000,000, o ut o f which 
Go v erno r Hill v eto ed nearly $2,000,000, but 
he left the rate o n a do llar where it was fix ed 
by the Legislature. 
That is, lie permitted 
iev y fo r $12,000,000 to stand after he had re 
duced the to tal o f appro priatio ns to $10,000, 
000. 
The result is that instead o f reducing the 
amo unt o f tax es to be co llected, he left "them 
where the Legislature fix ed them. 
The tax 
pay ers will hav e to put up $12,000,000 just 
the same us if the Go v erno r had no t v eto ed 
cent o f the appro priatio ns. 
It will no t do fo r Mr. Hill to say that the 
tax lev y was raised to o late fo r him to act up 
o n it. 
He had all the appro priatio ns befo re 
him so me day s befo re the Legislature ad 
jo urned. 
He knew just ho w much they 
amo unted to in ample time to reduce the tax 
lev y to fit his reductio n o f the appro priatio ns 
and

tio ns fo r new no rmal scho o ls, abo ut the wis­ 
do m o f establishing which there is ro o m fo r 
differences o f o pinio n, all the v eto ed appro ­ 
priatio ns were necessary and pro per. 
They 
were to pay fo r serv ices ho nestly rendered to 
the state and fo r the maintenance o f pub­ 
lic Institutio ns. 
So o ner o r later these o bli­ 
gatio ns must he paid, aud Go v erno r Hill 
kno ws that better than the majo rity o f peo ­ 
ple do . He therefo re made a sho w o f v eto ing 
the appro priatio ns, while he left the rate biil 
as it went to him in o rder that a surplus o f 
two millio n do llars o r so might be in the 
treasury with which to pay their claims after 
the state has been practically sued by its 
credito rs to reco v er their ho nest dues.

N ext to him rauked .Sumner, Seward, Chase, 
and Stanton, who Ii.id never been uliolitiou 
isis, hut had stood firmly for the restriction 
of slavery to Its already assigned limits. The 
Republican party stands to day towards the 
liquor traffic where these men stood on the 
fourth of March, 1861, in relation to slavery 
It is for putting the tiafflc under more rigid 
restrictions.

For 1888 the exports of mc 
cha od lac were $402,908,878, and for 1889

For 1888 tile imports of merchandise were 
$490,894,931.and for 18*9 $328,175,090, an in 
crease of $37,780,139. The gain to this country 
is $32,916,035. 
During the 1888 period the 
im ports exceeded the e x e r ts by $87,425,07' 
during the 1*89 period the excess of !m|>orts 
was $54,508,438. 
The gain towards putting 
the balance of trade on the side of the Unite 
StaU*s im at the rate of about $30,000,000 
year. 
The balance of trade wa.-, against I 
at tilt* dose of the year 1*88; now it is on the 
right side again.

(iran Convention, Mr. George B. Noun, knew 
what he was saying whet) lie analyzed Gov 
Hill's vetoes of the appropriations made by 
the last Legislature. 
He was Chairman of 
the Senate Finance Committee himself, and 
as such he was largely N fM M ttb for the 
appropriations. 
It is well understood that 
the reports of Mistitling committees in legis 
lative bodies an* rarely rejected or modified 
Reports on appropriations especially are more 
lik< Iv 
to I ic changed by increasing 
the 
amounts th in by reducing them . 
In making 
the Governor’s vetoes of appropriations the 
subject of his convention speech, Mr. Sloan 
spoke fr uit |K*r*onal knowledge on that sub 
Ject. 
His remarks were to an extent a per 
sonal defense against tile Governor’s charge 
that the legislature was extravagant. 
Mr. Sloan punctured the Governor's pri ten 
aion* to Lung a tax saver when he demanded 
un explanation of why the Tux Levy bill had 
not been vetoed us well as the appropriations 
The tax hill is always one of half a dozen 
lines, fixing the rate of tax on a dollar of the 
assessable property of the state. 
The levy is 
proportioned to the total am ount of the ap 
propriations for the year. 
The Legislature 
first determines how much money will la* 
needed to run the slate for the next Ideal 
year, and then figures out how much on 
dollar will he required to raise the sum pro 
posed. 
T his year the total appropriations 
am ount to about $12,000,000, out of which 
Governor Hill vetoed nearly $2,000,000, hut 
he left the rate on a dollar where it was fixed 
by the Legislature. 
That is, he permitted 
icvy for $12,000,000 lo stand after he had re 
duced the total of appropriations to $10,000 
(NIO. 
The result is that instead of reducing tile 
am ount of taxes to be collected, lie left them 
where the Legislature fixed them. 
The tax 
payers will have to put up $12,000,000 just 
the same us if the Governor had not vetoed 
cent of the appropriation*. 
It will not do for Mr. Hill to say that the 
tax levy w a* raised too late for him to aet up 
on it. 
He had all tile appropriations before 
him some day* before Hie Legislature ad 
journed. 
He knew just how much they 
srnounted to in ample time to reduce the tax 
levy to fit his reduction of the appropriation 
and 
to 
send 
the 
rate 
biii 
hack 
for 
re enactment, 
or 
he 
could 
have 
vetoed it after the L-ghdalure adjourned 
and then called that body together for the en 
aetrnent of a reduced rate. 
The latter course 
would have been more sensational and would 
have magnified the Governor’s economy pre 
tension*. 
The reason why he did not veto 
the rate hill was clearly enough shown by 
Mr. Sloan. 
Excepting certain appropria­ 
tions for new normal schools, about the wis­ 
dom of establishing which there* is room for 
differences of opinion, all Hie vetoed appro 
prialions were necessary und proper. 
They 
were to pay for service* honestly rendered to 
the state and for the maintenance of pub­ 
lic Institutions. 
Sooner or later these obli 
gallons must l>c paid, aud Governor Hill 
knows that better than the m ajority of pea 
pie do. Ile therefore made a show of vetoing 
the appropriation*, while be left the rate hill 
as it went to him in order that a surplus of 
two million dollars or so might he in the 
treasury with which to pay their claims after 
the state has been practically sued by its 
creditors to recover their honest dues. 
We 
hope decent Democrats will enjoy this spec 
ta<*le of their Governor trying to palm off 
false economy to coyer his genuine pro­ 
whisky record.

history. 
The greatest of pructicul abolition­ 
ists was Lincoln, who proclaimed in his earl} 
declarations that he was for the Union first, 
last and all the time, with or without slavery 
N ext to him ranked Sumner, Seward, Chase, 
and Stanton, who had never been alxfiition 
ists, but had stood firmly for the restriction 
of slavery to its already assigned limits. The 
Republican party stands to-day towards the 
Gquor traffic where these men stood on the 
fourth of March, 1861, in relation to slavery, 
it is for putting the traffic uudcr more rigid 
restrictions.

EXPORTS AND IMPORTS. 


The New York Journal of Commerce, a 
commercial paper with Democratic leanings, 
presents a comparative statement of the ex­ 
ports and imports of the United States for 
the first eight m on'hs of 1888 and 1889 re­ 
spectively. 
For 1888 the exports of m er 
cbandise were $402,969,878, and for 1889 
$473,666,652, an increase of 
$70,696,774. 
For 1888 the imports of merchandise were 
$490,394,951,and for 1889 $528,175,090, an in­ 
crease of $37.780,139. The gain to this country 
is $32,916,635. 
During the 1888 period the 
imports exceeded the exports by $87,425,07’ 
during the 1889 period the excess of imports 
was $54,508.438. 
The gain towards putting 
the balance of trade on the side of the United 
States is at the rate of about $50,000,000 
year. 
The balance of trade was against us 
at the close of the year 1888; now it is on the 
right side again. 
This is one of the results 
of iutelligent and patriotic voting in Novem­ 
ber last. 


HILL’S FALSE PRETENSES. 


T bo T ax R a te 
U n c h a n g e d — T h e 
V etoes 
8 av e d N o th in g , 
[From the New York Presa.] 
The permanent Chairman of the Repub­ 
lican Convention, Mr. George B. Sloan, knew 
what he was saying wheu he analyzed Gov 
Hill’s vetoes of the appropriations' made by 
the last Legislature. 
He was Chairman of 
the Senate Finance Committee himself, and 
as such he was largely responsible for the 
appropriations. 
It is well understood that 
the reports of standing committees in legis­ 
lative bodies are rarely rejected or modified, 
lieports on appropriations especially are more 
likely to be changed by increasing 
the 
amounts than by reducing them. 
In making 
the Governor’s vetoes of appropriations the 
subject of his convention speech, Mr. Sloan 
spoke from personal knowledge on that sub­ 
ject. 
His remarks were to an extent a per­ 
sonal defense ugainst the Governor’s charge 
that the Legislature was extravagant. 
Mr. Sloan punctured the Governor’s preten­ 
sions to being a tax saver when he demanded 
an explanation of why the Tax Levy bill bad 
not been vetoed as well as the appropriations. 
The tax hill is always one of half a dozen 
lines, fixing the rate of tax on a dollar of the 
assessable property of the state. 
The levy is 
proportioned to the total am ount of the ap 
propriations for the year. 
The Legislature 
first determines how much money will l>e 
needed to run the state for the next fiscal 
year, and then figures out how much on a 
dollar will be required to raise the sum pro 
posed. 
This year the total appropriations 
amount to about $12,000,000, out of which 
Governor Hill vetoed nearly $2,000,000, but 
he left the rate on a dollar where it was fixed 
by the Legislature. 
T hat is, he permitted 
ievy for $12,000,000 to stand after he had re­ 
duced the total of appropriations to $10,000,- 
000. 
The result is that instead of reducing the 
amount of taxes to be collected, be left them 
where the Legislature fixed them. 
The tax 
payers will have to put up $12,000,000 just 
the same as if the Governor had not vetoed a 
cent of the appropriations. 
It will not do for Mr. Hill to say that the 
tax levy was raised too late for him to act up 
on it. 
He had all the appropriations before 
him some days before the Legislature ad 
journed. 
He knew just how much they 
amounted to in ample time to reduce the tax 
levy to fit his reduction of the appropriations 
and 
to 
send 
the 
rate 
bill 
back 
for 
re enactment, 
or 
he 
could 
have 
vetoed it after the Legislature ndjourned 
and then called that body together for the en­ 
actment of a reduced rate. 
The latter course 
would have been more sensational and would 
have magnified the Governor’s economy pre­ 
tensions. 
The reason why he did not veto 
the rate bill was clearly enough shown by 
Mr. Sloan. 
Excepting certain appropria­ 
tions for new normal schools, about the wis­ 
dom of establishing which there is room for 
differences of opinion, all the vetoed appro­ 
priations were necessary and proper. 
They 
were to pay for services honestly rendered io 
the state and for the maintenance of pub­ 
lic institutions. 
Sooner or later these obli­ 
gations must lie paid, and Governor Hill 
knows that better than the m ajority of peo­ 
ple do. He therefore made a show of vetoing 
the appropriations, while he left the rate bill 
as It went to him in order that a surplus of 
two million dollars or so mi^ht be in the 
treasury with which to pay their claims after 
the slate has been practically sued by its 
creditors to recover their honest dues.

hope decent Democrats will enjoy this spec­ 
tacle of their Governor trying to palm off 
false economy to cover his genuine 
whisky record.

M us t ar d P ic kl e s .—T ake o ne pint each o f 
string beans shelled lima beans, sweet co rn, 
small cucum bers fro m o ne inch and a half to 
two inches lo ng, small green to mato es, small 
o nio ns, celery cut in small pieces, carro ts tha 
same, cauliflo wer cut small, six green peppers 
and two ripe o nes sliced; co o k in separate 
dishes with a little salt; when abo ut half 
co o ked drain, and put all to gether in a large 
pan; m ix carefully.

Tw o o f o ur lady missio naries 
fro m the next statio n, Pechimmin Sess,abo ut 
10 miles further west o n the sea sho re, and a 
crew o f seven Negro es, all la an o pen whale 
bo at, with o ur trunks and bo xes o f pro visio ns 
left the Cape o h February 18, abo ut 3 p. m 
We were all night in the bo at at sea. * * * 1 
Tn, the ro o m ing wq were transferred to r 
ho llo w lo g caiio e and were landed thro ugh 
the surf. 
We walked alo ng the sand 
Grand Sess, where the

Then 
King and Chiefs held a great “ palaver” 
with ns, and then the King lo o k nlc and said 
I was his so n and ado pted me into his family 
and so I became a citizen o f Grand Sess. 

The Bisho p 
had been here a year befo re and they had 
given him land fo r a ho use, church and in­ 
dustrial scho o l and had go t o ne co rrugated 
iro n ho use with wo o den po sts partly laiili, 
hut the 
Missio nary 
o rdered 
here 
go t 
tired o f self-suppo rting missio ns aud jo ined 
the paid Episco pal Missio n under a co lo red 
Bisho p at Cape Pnliilas; hut so o n lo ll him 
and went buck to America, so this statio n had 
no Missio nary. 
King Davis to ld the Bisho p 
that his mo uth had lied because he had pro m ­ 
ised lo send a Missio nary to finish the ho use 
and had no t do ne so . 
The Bisho p pro mised 
him the ho use wo uld so o n he finished and 
they must Help build tlld dniro li and scho o l, 
which they pro mised to do . 
One o f the na­ 
tive traders said I co uld live in his ho use in 
the centre o f the to wfi till o ur o wn was fin­ 
ished, so I go t my trunk and went with him 
anti am theie still. 
It is an iro n co rrugated 
ho use built o n po sts with o nly o ne ro o m, bin 
it is pretty co m fo rtable, in fact the lust 
ho use in the to wn. 
Grand Sess is clo se to 
the sea sho re with a river o n the west called 
die “ Kro o to ngue N o hah.’’ but i:s m o uth is 
filled with ro cks and bo ats can’t get in o r o ut. 
I ho pe to get it o pen fo r bo ats so metime, fo r 
it is very dangero us to land thro ugh the surf. 
This to wn is the capital o f six surro unding 
to wns and is made up o f bambo o huts \silii 
grass ro o fs and red clay flo o rs. No windo ws, 
no chimney. Fires are made o n the floor ami 
the smo ke keeps the ants o ut o f the pro visio ns, 
which aic kept in a bambo o lo o ker near the 
fo o f. The sides and flo o r arc washed with co w 
manure to (ill up the cracks and smo o th the 
flo o r o n which the 
natives 
co o k, 
eat 
and 
sleep. 
T here 
are 
no 
streets, 
o nly 
paths, 
so 
narro w 
that 
they 
have to walk Indian file. 
No sto res, no po -t- 
o ffice, no m anufacto ries; except a little palm 
o il and palm kernels, which tlie wo men 
crack o ut o f the palm nuts o ne at a time. 
They are then put in two and o ne-quarter 
bushel hags and shipped to Germ any and 
England fro m Cape Palmas. 
Three leaves 
o f to bacco will buy a gallo n measure full. 
Palm o il is wo rth 17 leaves o f to bacco per 
gallo n. 
These are the o nly things the na­ 
tives seem to expo rt. 
The chief fo o d here is 
cassida ro o t, sweet po tato es and rice [the best 
in tlie wo rld] and fish with lo ts o f salt and 
red 
pepper. 
They punish the 
children 
by 
putting red 
pepper in their 
eyes. 
Tlio 
men 
are 
go o d 
seamen 
and 
go with their cano es to the so uth co ast to 
wo rk o n the stream s o r in the facto ries and 
are paid o ff with rum o r to bacco . 
T hey get 
abo ut $1 a mo nth and their fo o d. 
F o ur o r 
five hundred o f the men and married wo men 
wear clo thes, hut the ho ys and all unm arried 
females go naked, with the exceptio n o f iro n 
o r brass rings o n their wrists and strings o f 
heads, shells and tiger teeth wo und aro und 
their necks and waists.

Mo ney is 
o nly useful o n the streams, 
where we buy o ur meat so metimes; hut yo u 
have rend Livingsto n's acco unt o f Africa, so 
I ’ll sto p by telling yo u that these natives wo r­ 
ship the Devil and believe in w itchcraft and 
that their dead friends are alive so mewhere. 
They make m urderers and witcli-men drink 
po iso n sass-wo o d. 
So metimes it is “ thro wn 
up” and the victim lives. 
Then they are co n­ 
sidered inno cent, and their praise is sung and

Every married man is a so ldier, and all be­ 
lo ng to a Chief and have to go when the King 
sends them to cut hush fo r any Chief o r do 
any o ther kind o f wo rk.

The Chief o f this 
to wn is my ho st’s bro ther.

spiced and Canned Grapes—Tom atoes and 
Onions— Must aid Pickles. 
Mustard P ickle*.—T ake one pint each of 
suing benn* shelled lim* beans, sweet corn, 
small rueumtier# from one inch and a half to 
two inches long, small green tomatoes, small 
onion*, celery cut in small piece*, carrot* th* 
same, cauliflower cut small, six green |*ep;>er« 
and two ri|)0 ones sliced; cook in separate 
dishes with a lit 11** salt; when about half 
cooked drain, anil put all together in * Urg* 
pun; mix carefull,.

of white mustard seed, three tablespoonful* 
of snit, oneapiarier pound of sugar; URI two 
or three minutes; pour over Hic* mesa. 
F ried T omatoes.— Select medium sized, 
smooth, fleshy tomatoes, and cut them in 
round slice* an inch thick; dip Hit in lo a 
beaten egg, and then In bread crumb*, fry 
in hot bulter or lard on liotlt sides, aud serve 
with this sauce.

Tbe best shops in IÑew-York City are 
showing new autum n jerseys in endless va­ 
riety. 
Tucks, folds, plastrons, sleeve trim ­ 
mings of every sort, blouse fronts, yoke and 
vests effect, diagonal bands, arid 
Greek 
drapeties are all added to the once rtntViViidied 
jersey. 
A new pretty French model has a 
vest of poppy-rod silk, with a deep bias baud 
of siik at tbe lower edge. 
Over this is tbe 
jersey proper,in tbe shape of a short Directoire 
jacket, with revcrs of silk and small silk 
cuffs. 
The same favor extends to blouse 
bodices, which appear among the most stylish 
gowns of the season. 
They are not only 
worn with day dresses, but are found among 
rich evening toilets. 
Those of shot silk are 
‘Strikingly pretty, ami for aft envión Wear ae- 
company woolen skirts of Assimilated colors. 
I louse dresses folf young ladies are made of 
dahlia- pettch-colored, violet, or mahogany 
camels hair, the hacks in perfect-titling priii- 
eesse breadths, the froutscul off at the waist 
with a H ungarian sash of silk, edged with 
passementerie finished with n deeply netted 
fringe. 
The underskirts arc finely pleated 
about half their K’nglh, and the sleeves are 
lucked perpendicularly to the elbow. 
Oilier 
gownd lake on tbe very fashionable Greek 
effect, and the slight dinging draperies are 
arranged with charming and picturesque art. 
Grecian folds are on the corsage, and there 
are girdles of silk and metal galloon. 
Oilier 
models are in severe redingote fashion, with 
bands of tbe new passementerie in Gothic 
points for garniture. 
The plain underskirts 
are either finished with a wide band of the 
points at the hem, or there is one " to w e r” 
piece in a special Gothic design, which nearly 
covers the front breadth. 
This is called the 
Eiifel panel piece. 
l lic box turbans and English walking-hnts 
worn this season have low crowns, and some 
of the brims turn up rd the back as well as on 
the sides. 
There are exhibited some ele­ 
gant round hats of ample size, those of black 
velvet, trimmed with black ostrich feathers. 
A handsome gold ornament thrust through 
the feathers affords the only touch of color on 
the hat. 
In front tbe wide brims are usu­ 
ally perfectly straight and not deeply arched. 
These straight brims are much more becom­ 
ing to those whose features are not rcgülar 
than those which arc either curved or deeply 
dented. 
A num ber of pretty black velvet ca­ 
pots arc trimmed with Velvet nasturtium s and 
wall flowers in dark red and deep orange 
shades; and a pnle-orage velvet, overlaid with 
black point d ’Esprit net, is decorated with 
soft folds of the net, into which uestle two 
shining blackbirds. 
Although there is groat variety in the style 
of autumn jackets, there are one or two 
models which lend iu favor. 
These are 
slightly longer in front than at the back, and 
they have close-fitting vests attached at, the 
Side seams to the loose upper coats. 
These 
lines are followed out in JaékctS made of 
every sort of w rap fabric from English serge, 
to velvet. 
Very many of the waistcoats are 
braided or, on more expensive Paris jicke's, 
are almost cove red with silk-eord arabesques 
and points. 
Dark greeu cloth jackets are 
still in high vogue abroad-, these finished with 
a vest of cream or pale yellow cloth garni- 
turcd with green braid motifs. 
There are 
also coats of myrtle-green cloth, with vests of 
a rich mahogany shade, silk-embroidered 
with dark-green vine leaves. 
Not only do long draperies appear faffing 
from (he shoulders of tea-gowns aod evening 
dresses, but also upou many of the new man­ 
tles. 
A clever English design for a long 
wrap hns a kind of fichu or scarf arranged 
ou each shoulder. 
This is put on full, and is 
then drawn down each side of the arm to the 
back of the sleeve at the elbow. It is carried 
from there to the front, of the collar at the 
throat. 
This is foirned, of course, of very 
pliable m aterial. 
The skirt portion is made 
qoite full, with stoles at each side of gathered 
material, heavily liuug at the bottom with 
passementerie 
points mid 
fringes. 
The 
sleeves and front breadths of the m antle are 
of silk, and there is a hand of fur at the neck 
and wrists. 
From undtA the arms of some of the bod­ 
ices of pretty India cashmere evening dresses 
moire ribbons are brought, which are carried 
to the hip on ihe left side and drawn through 
a handsome silver buckle, and then arranged 
in graceful loops and ends. 
On the opposite 
side of the corsage are half plastrons of passe­ 
menterie or pleated blouse fronts, which ex 
tend to the waist, where they meet the crossed 
ribbons coming from the other side. 
Fancy vests and ample waistcoats of the 
“ Continental ” variety remain in high favor, 
appearing in every sort of guise and on gowns 
of every description. 
The useful as well as 
ornamental additions add greatly to the styl­ 
ish effect of a gown. 
An effective and still 
popular arrangem ent is the double vest, 
in which the upper one stimulates a low cut, 
double breasted waistcoat, while the under 
one, of silk or some other light fabric, 
reaches to the throat. 
The stately Directoire redingotes are more 
fashionable than ever this autumn. They are 
fitted closely to the figure, and the French 
models are garm ents of simple elegance. The 
skirts at the hack are either box-pleated or 
fall in soft, straight folds. 
They are made 
of cloth of every description, of velvet, 
striped silk, and fancy mixtures in silk and 
wool. 
Pretty shoulder capes of cloth, velvet and 
silk and lace, w ith picturesque velvet round 
hats or toques of cloih or felt, will lie worn 
en suite with walking-costumes until heavy 
wraps arc necessary. 
Some of these capes 
have long scarf ends, and the trimmings are 
either of braiding, passementerie in arches or 
points, or feather bands. 
The present display of street costumes is 
artistic "and refined." There are no senseless 
fripperies, nor are yards of material snipped 
up into “ gingerbread work” or aimlessly fes­ 
tooned on skirt and bodice; everything has 
the trim, taut look which betokens the handi­ 
work of the expert tailor, with his heavy 
pressing iron and measuring tape. 
Olive and French gray camels’-liuir fabrics 
make stylish and elegant traveling-dresses, 
with Uisuline cloaks to match, these cover­ 
ing the wearer from throat to skirt-hem, and 
having a deep collar, nun's sleeves, and heavy 
friar’s girdle tied loosely at the waist. 
Verv few of the new autum n gowns are 
finished with foot-pleatings. 
If placed up'.n 
the edge of the skirt, they are covered by the 
draperies above them, their use being simply 
to slightly distend the upper folds or pleats. 
Some of the black silk stockinette jerseys 
are made with vests, deep collars with revers, 
and turn-hick cuffs, formed of openwork 
silk passementerie and crocheted silk stars 
finely interwoven with cut jet. 
Feather trimmings will he used in every 
imaginable way, especially marabout feathers 
and uncurled ostrich plumage. 


F A S H IO N S F O K M EN . 
Tbe most popular overcoat for fall or win­ 
ter use will be a shapely fiy-frout sack of 
moderate length, made of light material, 
with lapels one and three-quarters inches 
wide and a roll five inches. 
The side seams 
of the back are hut slightly curved, and for 
persons of average height the leDgth varies 
from 36 to 37$ inches. 
The sleeves are mod­ 
erately lanre, though shapely ou the inside, 
and finished with a vent and bottom stitch­ 
ing 
For winter wear the length ranges for 
the average height trom 38 to 40 inches. The 
lapels are about two and a quarter inches 
wide and the seams of the velvet collar are 
lapped and stitched wide. 
Tbe fronts to the 
end of the collar are faced with p’aiu or 
oulltcd silk and the edges piped with velvet, 
with a single row of stitching about one- 
eighih inch buck of it. 
Trousers for evening dress are made more 
shapely than for any other style, ar.d have a 


t r i f l e more spring. 
The average size at the 


knee is 18$ inches, and from 17 to 17$ infihes 
at the bottom. 
The side seams are finished 
plain, though a nArrow welt or flat braiding 
of different width is correct. 
An effective 
hovelty is a natural stripe woveu in the 
goods. 
Broadcloths are less and less used from sea­ 
son to season. 
Soft, sickly finish of certain 
worsteds, their lightness, elasticity and their 
deep, rich, lustreless black, make them de­ 
cidedly preferable for evening wear.

SOME USEFUL HOUSEHOLD RECIPES. 


S p ice d a n d C an n e d G ra p e s—T o m a to e s an d 
O n io n s—M u sta rd P ic k le s. 
M ustard P ickles.—T ake one pint each of 
string beans shelled lima beans, sweet corn, 
small cucumbers from one inch and a half to 
two inches long, small green tomatoes, small 
onions, celery cut in small pieces, carrots the 
same, cauliflower cut small, six green peppers 
and two ript) ones sliced; cook in separate 
dishes with a little salt; when about half 
cooked drain, and put all together iu a largs 
pan; m ix carefully. 
Take two quarts of 
vinegar, put in kettle; when boiling have 
ready one-half pound of ground 
mustard; 
take one cup of the mustard out, replace it 
with flour; wet with 
water, mash all the 
lumps, stir in the boiling vinegar, let 
noil 
slowly n few minutes, add one-quarter pound 
of white mustard seed, three tablespoonful* 
of salt, one-quarter pound of sugar; boil two 
or three minutes; pour over the mess. 
F r ied T omatoes.—Select medium sized, 
smooth, fleshy tomatoes, and cut them in 
round slices an inch thick; dip them in a 
beaten egg, and then in bread crumbs, fry 
in hot butter or lard on both sides, aud serve 
with this sauce. 
Mix one tablespoonful of 
flour smoothly with a pint of milk, adding 
one ounce of butter creamed, whisking it 
well with the milk; one beaten egg, a little 
salt, pepper and mace. 
Place the stew-pan 
on the range and simmer till thick. 
Put the 
tomatoes in the middle of a warm dish, pour 
the sauce around them and serve. 
S p ic e d G r a p e s .—Seven pounds of grapes, 
three pounds of sugar, brown or white, one 
pint of good vinegar, two leaspooufuls of 
ground cinnamon, one teaspoonful of ground 
allspice,one-half teasponfulof ground cloves. 
Stem the grapes, weigh them, pulp them, at 
the same time taking out the seeds. 
Put the 
juice of grapes,sugar and vinegar into a pre­ 
serving kettle. 
Let boil, and skim ,add spice, 
then grap*es. skin and pulp. 
Let all get boil­ 
ing hot, then remove from stove and can. 
T o C an Grapes.— P ick them carefully 
from the stems, taking care not to tear the 
skins much; put them in a porcelain kettle 
with a little water; stir them carefully, and 
only enough to make sure that they are well 
heated through; then put them in the cans. 
The pulp w ill then be whole, and the sauce 
not all seeds and skiDS. 
T omatoes and Onions.—Prick the small 
ripe tomato skins and lay them in layers, 
cover with small onions and sprinkle with 
salt, let stand a week, drain off salt water, 
put the tomatoes in a jar and cover with 
strong vinegar. 
Boil a pint of vinegar with 
red pepper, horseradish, spices and mustard, 
add to the pickles.

K e a r n e y , Neb., Sept. 28.— E. G. Bartlett, 
known as “ W ild Curley.” died here yester­ 
day. 
In 1848 “ Curley” walked from W is­ 
consin to Omaha nua joined Frem ont’s ex­ 
pedition across the 
Continent. 
Later he 
jo in e d the regular army and became a famous 
scout, and was one of the survivors of the 
Mountain Meadow massacre. 
His death was 
caused by cancer of the tongue. 


Jam es B. Robertson left this City last 
spring to work iu the missionary field of A f­ 
rica. 
Under date of June 10, from Grand 
Sess. on the W est Coast, lie writes! 
I arrived here, about 50 miles west from 
Caffe Pa 1 unis, safé 
and sound. 
i’isliop 
Taylor brought me here with au agent, J. S. 
Pratt, and our Carpenter Missionary, “ Broth­ 
er” Gunnison. T w oofour lady missionaries 
from the next station, Pechimmm Sess,about 
10 miles further west ou the sea shore, and a 
Crew of seven Negroes, all in at) open whale 
boat, with our trunks and boxes of provisions 
left the Cape oh February 18, about 3 fl. m. 
We were all night in the boat at sea. * * * * 
In, the rooming w<3 were transferred to a 
bfillow log canoe and were landed through 
the surf. 
We walked along the sand to 
Grand Sess, where the 
natives crowded 
about 
us 
with 
a 
loud 
noise. 
Then 
King and Chiefs held a great “ palaver” 
with us, and then the King look, tne and said 
I was his son and adopted me into his family 
and so I became a citizen of Grand Sess. 
They appeared glad 1 had come. The Bishop 
had been here a year before and they had 
given him land for a house, church and in­ 
dustrial school and had got one corrugated 
iron house with wooden posts partly built, 
but 
the 
Missionary 
ordered 
here 
got 
tired of self-supporting missions and Joined 
the paid Episcopal Mission under a colored 
Bishop at Cape Pululas; but soon left him 
and went back tó Am erita, so this station had 
00 Missionary. 
King Davis toid the Bishop 
that his mouth had lied because he had prom­ 
ised (o send a Missionary to finish the house 
and had not done so. 
The Bishop promised 
him the house would soon he finished and 
they must Help build tlld church and school, 
which they promised to do. 
One of the na­ 
tive traders said I could live in his house in 
the centre of the towfi till our own was fin­ 
ished, so I got my trunk and went with him 
and am theic still. 
It is au iron corrugated 
house built 011 posts with only one room, Inn 
it is pretty comfortable, in fact the best 
house iu the town. 
Grand Sess is close to 
the sea shore with a river 011 the west called 
the “ Krootongue N obah,” but i:s mouth is 
filled with rocks and boats can’t get in or out. 
1 hope to get it open for boats sometime, for 
it is very dangerous to land through the surf. 
This town is the capital of six surrounding 
towns and is made up of bamboo huts with 
grass roofs and red clay floors. No windows, 
110 chimney. Fires are made on the floor and 
the smoke keeps the ants out of the provisions, 
which ate kept in a bamboo locker near tbe 
toof. The sides and floor are washed with cow 
manure to fill up the cracks and smooth ihe 
floor on which the 
natives 
cook, 
eat 
and 
sleep. 
There 
are 
no 
streets, 
only 
paths, 
so 
narrow 
that 
they 
have to walk Indian file. 
No stores, nopo-t- 
otflce, no manufactories, except a little palm 
011 aud palm kerm is, which the women 
crack out of the palm nuts one at a time. 
They are then put in two and one-quurler 
bushel bags and shipped to Germany aud 
England from Cape Palmas. 
Three leaves 
of tobacco will buy a gallon measure full. 
Palm oil is worth 17 leaves of tobacco per 
gallon. 
These are the only things the na­ 
tives seem to export. 
The chief food here is 
cassida root, sweet potatoes and rice [the best 
in the world] and fish with lots of salt and 
red 
pepper. 
They punish 1 lie children 
by 
puttiug red 
pepper 
in 
their 
eyes. 
Tlio 
men 
arc 
good 
seamen 
and 
go with their canoes to the south coast to 
work on the streams or in the factories and 
are paid off with rum or tobacco. 
They get 
about $1 a month and their food. 
Four or 
five hundred of the men and married women 
wear clothes, hut the hoys and all unmarried 
females go naked, with the exception of iron 
or brass rings on their wrists aud strings of 
heads, shells and tiger teeth wound around 
their necks and waists. 
* 
* 
* 
* 
* 
Money is only useful on the streams, 
where we buy our meat sometimes; hut you 
have rend Livingston’s account of Africa, so 
I’ll stop by telling you that these natives wor­ 
ship the Devil and believe in witchcraft and 
that their dead friends are alive somewhere. 
They make murderers and witch-meu drink 
poison sass-wood. 
Sometimes it is “ thrown 
up” and the victim lives. 
Then they are con­ 
sidered innocent, and their praise is sung and 
danced for about a week, and from all the 
towns they get gifts of tobacco, rice, cloth, 
• * * * # # 
Every married man is a soldier, and all be­ 
long to a Chief and have to go when the King 
sends them to cut bush for any Chief or do 
any other kind of work. 
If they don’t go 
they are fined a fathom of c loth or have red 
penper put in their eyes. 
The Chief of this 
town is my host’s brother. 
One afternoon 
they hound one of the young men and put 
pepper in his eyes till his family paid for the 
cioth. I saw him suffer hut could do uothing 
for him. 
Some of their laws are good and 
are strictly enforced. They keep New Moons, 
hut know nothing of the Sahhatli or years or 
days of the week. 
They ask me often when 
it is Sabbath, so I have printed the word Sun­ 
day in large letters on a board with coal tar 
and hang it in front of the house on Sundays. 
The King is a fat old man, who wears a 
night cap for a crown, and has a pretty nice 
wagon lap-robe around his I o i d s .

pretty well, in fact most of the men speak 
broken English, bo I can tell them of Jesus 
and His love at once, and don’t have to wait 
until I learn their language. 
The women 
know very little English, Hut God has given 
me a fine young native as interpreter. 
He is 
about 20 years old, and has been awhile in 
England as butler to some trader and has 
learned to read a little.

ster Co nnty to Co nsider Carefully . 


It was pointed out by 
T h e F r e e m an a 
day or two ago that the question of road- 
making should now le the absorbing topic 
with people residing in the country. 
Not 
how to work out the road time wilh the least 
possible exertion, but how to woTk to (be 
best advantage in the earnest desire to have 
at least one good road through each (own. 
Roads in Ulster County are a disgrace.- It 
ha 3 been said by a road-making engineer 
there is but one way 15 rrwke good roads and 
that is by having a stone bottom. If tbe road 
bed be excavated and a suiile ted made, tiie 
road will be a comparatively good one no 
matter whet kind of top dressing is put over 
it—sand always excepted—for the reason that 
it w ill have a tendency to keep the road from 
Ireooming miry during wet weather and pro­ 
tect it from frost* in the fall and spring. 
If 
country people ■Would try to lay down a 
stone bottom, if for only íiatí a mile each 
year, in course of time there will Oe excel­ 
lent roads in Ulster County. 
The 
Ph ila d elp h ia Reco rd 
says : 
“ The 
deep interest that is being taken all over 
Pennsylvania in 
» he 
subject 
of 
road- 
making indicates that the people of the State 
are beginning to understand the importance 
of good roads in llie social _ economy of a 
farming community. But liítié hitó teen done 
in the way of building improved highway* 
except in the country around Philadelphia, 
where land is held at a high figure, and 
much of the most valuable properly is owned 
by City residents, who have insisted that 
they shall receive some substantial benefit for 
the’ high road taxes they pay. 
Probably 
the reason that has tended to discourage 
tiie building of improved road9 as much as 
any other cause has been the lack of provis­ 
ion in the laws by which they could be built 
scientifically and*maintained in au econom­ 
ical and competent manner. 
The road laws 
of the State are antiquated and designed 
merely for the maintenance of a streak of 
du-t in summer and a continuous mud-hole 
in winter. 
In order to get at tbe bottom of 
the trouble the last Legislature authorized the 
appointment ot a commission to revise the 
road laws of the 
State. 
As 
Governor 
Beaver has not yet 
selected 
the 
five 
citizens who are to*co operate with the eight 
Senators and 
Representatives in forming 
the Commission no worn has yet been begun. 
There can be no two opinions as to the neces­ 
sity of providing lrettcr highways throughout 
Pennsylvania. 
The Síite is, perhaps, no 
worse off in this respect than are some of its 
sister states, and is certainly much better off 
than some of them. 
But in this respect the 
United States is far behind European coun­ 
tries. 
In Europe the principles of good road 
building, ns laid down by Thomas Telford 
and John L. Macadam, have been understood 
for nearly a century. 
These two great en­ 
gineers rebuilt nearly all the English roads 
in the early part of the present century, and 
their work proved of such substantial char­ 
acter that the principles laid down by them 
are still followed lroth in Europe and Amer­ 
ica. 
These men gave their names to systems 
of road building, and telford roads and 
macadamized roads are familiar to Philadel­ 
phians fond of driving in the suburbs.” 
“ Macadamized roads are now everywhere 
constructed on substantially the same prin­ 
ciples. 
There is a difference of opinion 
among roan engineers as to the utility of the 
telford foundation, but most authorities pre­ 
fer to build without it, merely laying the 
broken stone, technically known as the road 
metal upon the earth. 
This makes a more 
elastic road. 
In building a macadamized 
road from a common dirt road it is essential 
that the surface should t» e scraped or exca 
vated, in order to give a good foundation for 
the layer of broken stone. 
The earth is then 
thoroughly rolled, in order to compact it and 
prevent the broken stone from sinking too 
deeply in the soft earth. 
If the telford toun 
dution is used the stones, which are from 
six 
to 
eight 
iuclies 
in 
size 
are 
set 
in 
position 
on 
the rolled earth 
and covered 
with 
a six-inch layer of 
macadam metal, broken so as to pas 9 through 
a two and a half incli ring. 
This is then 
rolled with a steam r oller, the pattern most 
commonly used being a 15 ton machine 
When it is found that the metal will not 
yield to tbe roller the bed is ready for another 
layer of stone, which should be six inches 
deep iu the centre, sloping to the sides, and 
again compactly rolled. 
A top dressing of 
fine broken stone, usually the screenings 
from a crusher, and not exceeding three 
quarters of an inch in largest dimensions, ia 
spread over the road to a depth of two inches. 
A steam roller will compact these screenings 
to a smooth surface, aud the road is ready 
for travel. 
The rolling is facilitated aud 
greater compactness secured if the stone is 
thoroughly sprinkled. 
Unless a great volume 
of traffic is to pass over the road, it is not 
necessary to have the metal a foot thick, a 
depth of eight inches being sufficient for or 
diuary travel.” 
“ The shape to be given the road surface has 
been a subject of much discussion. 
In order 
to get a good water shed, an essential to long 
wear, many roads have been made so round­ 
ing in the center as to be uncomfortable to 
vehicles. 
It is now generally conceded that 
the cress section should be a curve and that 
the height of a road should be one-sixtieth of 
its width, that is, a road bed 30 feet wide 
should be six inches higher in the centre 
than at the sides. 
These roads ara ex 
pensive—too expensive for cross roads and 
by-ways in the country—and can only be 
built 
where 
the 
number 
of 
vehicles 
using ^ them 
is large. 
To 
macadamize 
one mile of road 30 feet wide and nine inches 
thick in the centre requires about 5,500 tons 
of stone. 
The cost of broken stone varies 
from 70 cents to $2 per ton, according to the 
material used and the distance hauled, so that 
t lie road surface alone would cost from $3,- 
850 to $11,000 per mile. 
Lancaster-avenue 
from Fifty-second street is surfaced by Ber­ 
gen Hill trap rock, brought from Jersey City, 
and considered the best material in this part 
of the country tor road building. 
However 
in the case of the Kensington and Oxford 
turnpike the City appropriated $20,000 to 
resurface the road with macadam from Ris- 
• ing Sun to Fox Chase, a distance of six miles, 
and this sum was considered ample to do the 
work well, there being an old foundation to 
work on.”

Not 
how to work out the road lime with the least 
possible exertion, but how to work lo (be 
best advantage in tho earnest desire to have 
at least one good road through each town. 
Roads in Ulster County are a disgrace.- 
It 
has l<een said by a road making engineer 
there is but one way IC make good roads and 
that is by having a stone bottom. If the rond 
bed bt excavated and a side® ted made, iliC 
road will be a comparatively good one no 
matter what kind of top dreeing is put over 
ii—sand always excepted—for the reason that 
it will have a tendency to keep the road from 
(recoining miry during wet weather and pro­ 
tect it from frosts in the fall and spring. 
If 
country people Would try to lay down a 
stone bottom, if for only naif a mile each 
year, in course of time there will 0® excel­ 
lent roads in Ulster County. 
The Philadelphia Record says: 
“ The 
deep interest that i* being taken all over 
Pennsylvania 
In 
the 
subject 
of 
road- 
making indicates that the people of the Slate 
■re beginning to understand the importance 
of go*si roads iii life social economy of a 
farming community. But little his teen done 
in the way of building improved high w it# 
except in the country around Philadelphia, 
where land is held at a high figure, and 
much of the most valuable property is owned 
by City residents, who have insisted that 
they shall receive some substantial benefit for 
the’ high road taxes they pay. 
Probably 
the reason that has tended to discourage 
the building of improved roads as much 
any other cause has been the lack of provis 
ion in the laws by which they could lie (milt 
scientifically and maintained in an econoni 
leal and competent manner. 
The road Jaws 
of the State are antiquated and designed 
merely for the maintenance of a streak of 
dust in summer and a continuous mud hole 
in winter. 
In order to get st the bottom of 
the trouble the last Legislature authorised tbs 
appointment ct a commission to revise the 
road laws of 
the 
State. 
As 
Governor 
Beaver has not 
yet 
selected 
the 
five 
citizens who are to co operate with the eight 
Senators nnd 
Representatives in forming 
the Commission no work has yet been begun 
There can be no two opinions a* to the nee** 
shy of providing better highway* throughout 
Pennsylvania. 
The S id e la. perhaps, 
w orse off in this respect than are some of 
juster slates, and is certainly much (letter off 
than some of them. 
But in this respect the 
United Slate* is far behind European coun 
tri«s. 
In Europe the principles of good road 
building, as laid down by Thomas Telford 
and John L. Macadam, have been understood 
for nourlv a century. 
There two great en 
grocers rebuilt nearly all the English roads 
in (lie early part of the prerent century, and 
their work proved of such substantial char 
acier that the principles laid down by them 
are still followed lioth in Europe and Amer 
ira. 
These men gave their names to systems 
of road building, and teiford road# 
and 
macalam i/r d roads are familiar to Philadel 
pblans fond of driving in the suburbs." 
“ Macadamized road* are now everywhere 
constructed on substantially tbe same prin 
ciples. 
There is a difference of opinion 
among roan engineer* as to th# utility of lbs 
teiford foundation, but most authorities pre­ 
fer to build without it. merely laying th# 
broken stone, technically known as the road 
metal upon the earth. 
This makes a more 
clastic mad. 
I ii building a macadamized 
road from a common dirt road it i« essential 
that the surface should lie scraped or exca 
va ted. in order to give a good foundation for 
the layer of broken stone. 
The earth is then 
thoroughly rolled, in order to compact it and 
prevent the broken stone from sinking too 
deeply in the soft earth. 
If the teiford toun 
dation is used the stones, which are from 
six 
to 
eight 
iuchcs 
in 
size 
are 
set 
in 
{Mieition on 
lite 
rolled 
earth 
and 
covered 
with 
a 
six inch 
layer 
macadam metal, broken so as to pa** through 
a two and a half inch ring. 
This is then 
rolled with a steam roller, the pattern most 
commonly used being a 15 ton machine 
Wheo it is found that the metal will not 
yield to the roller the bed Is ready for another 
laver of stone, which should be six inches 
deep in the centre, sloping to the sides, and 
again compactly rolled. 
A top dressing of 
fine 
broken stone, usually tile screenings 
from a crusher, and not exceeding three- 
quarter* of an inch in largest dimensions, is 
spread over the mad to a depth of two inches 
A steam roller will compact these screenings 
to a smooth surface, aud the mad is ready 
for travel. 
The rolling is facilitated aud 
greater compactness secured if the stone is 
thoroughly sprinkled. 
Unless a great volume 
of traffic is to pass over the road. it is not 
necessary to have the metal a foot thick, a 
depth or eight iuchcs being sufficient for or 
diimry travel.” 
“ The shape lo be given the road surface ha# 
Iieen a subject of much discussion. 
lo order 
to get a goes] water shed, an essential to long 
wear, many mad# have been made so round 
ing in the center as to lie uncomfortable to 
vehicles 
It i* now generally conceded that 
the cress section should he a curve and that 
the height of a mad should lie one-sixtieth of 
its width, tiiat is, a road bed 30 feet wide 
should Im- six inches higher in tbe centre 
than at the sides. 
These roads ara ex 
pensive—too expensive for cross m ads and 
by ways in the country—and can only be 
built 
where 
the 
number 
of 
vehicles 
using 
them 
is 
large. 
To 
macadamize 
one mile of road 30 feet wide and nine inches 
thick in the centre requires about 5,500 ton* 
of stone. 
The cost of broken stone varies 
from 70 cent* to $2 per too, according to the 
material used ard the distance hauled, so that 
the road snrface alone would cost from $3 
#50 to $11,000 per mile. 
Lancaster-avenue 
from Fifty-second street is surfaced by Ber 
gen Hill trap rock, brought from Jersey City, 
and considered the hest material in this part 
of the country for road building. 
However. 
iii the case of the Kensington and Oxford 
turnpike the City appropriated $20,000 to 
resurface the road with macadam from RI* 
ing Hun to Fox Chase, a distance of six miles, 
and this sum was considered ample to do the 
work well, there being an old foundation to 
work on.”

It was pointed out by T h e F r e e m a n a 
day or two ago that the question of road- 
making should now Le the absorbing topic 
with people residing in the country. 
N ot 
how to work out the road time with the least 
possible exertion, but how to woTk to fbe 
best advantage in tbe earnest desire to have 
at least one good road through each tow n. 
Roads in Ulster County are a disgrace.- 
It 
has been saia by a road-making engineer 
there is but one way t£> make good roads and 
that is by baying a stone bottom. If tbe road 
bed be excavated and a si«32e bed made, the 
road will be a comparatively goo«I pne no 
matter whpt kind of top dressing is put over 
it—sand always excepted—for the reason that 
it will have a tendency to keep ibe road from 
liecoming miry during wet weather and pro­ 
tect it from frosts in tbe fait and spring. 
I f 
country people Would try to lay down a 
stone bottom, if for only half 8 mile each 
year, in «xiurse of time there will Be excel­ 
lent roads in Ulster County. 
The Philadelphia Record says: 
" T he 
deep interest that is being taken all over 
Pennsylvania in 
the 
subject 
of 
roud- 
making indicates that the people of the State 
are beginning to understand the importance 
of good roads iti I lie social _ economy of a 
farming community. But little hitó been done 
in the way of building improved highway* 
except in the country around Philadelphia, 
where land is held at a high figure, aud 
much of the most valuable property is owned 
by City residents, who have insisted that 
they shall receive some substantial benefit for 
the* high road taxes they pay. 
Probably 
the reason that has tended to discourage 
the building of improved roads as much as 
any other cause has been the lack of provis­ 
ion in the laws by which they could be built 
scientifically and maintained in an econom­ 
ical aDd (Ximpetent mauner. 
Tbe road laws 
of the State are antiquated and designed 
merely for the maintcnatxje of a streak of 
dust in summer and a continuous mud-hole 
in winter. 
In order to get at the bottom of 
the trouble the last Legislature authorised the 
appointment ct a commission to revise the 
road laws of 
the 
State. 
As 
Governor 
Beaver has not yet 
selected 
the 
five 
itizeus who are to co-operate with the eight 
Senators and 
R epresentatm s in form ing 
the Commission no worn lias yet been begun. 
There can be no two opinions as to the neces­ 
sity of providing lietter highways throughout 
Pennsylvania. 
The State is, perhaps, no 
worse off in this respect than are some of its 
sister states, and is certainly much better off 
than some of them. 
But in this respect the 
United States is far behind European coun­ 
tries. 
In Europe the principles of good road 
building, ns laid down by Thomas T elford 
and John L. Macadam, have been understood 
for nearly a century. 
These two great en­ 
gineers rebuilt nearly all the English roads 
in the early part of the present century, and 
their work proved of such substantial ch ar­ 
acter that the principles laid down by them 
are still followed liotli in Europe and A m er­ 
ica. 
These men gave their names to systems 
of road building, and telford roads 
and 
maeadamiz< d roads are familiar to P hiladel­ 
phians fond of driving in the suburbs.'’ 
“ Macadamized roads are now everywhere 
constructed on substantially the same prin­ 
ciples. 
There is a difference of opinion 
among roan engineers as to the utility of the 
telford foundation, but most authorities pre­ 
fer to build without it, merely laying the 
broken stone, technically known as the road 
metal upon the earth. 
This makes a more 
elastic road. 
In building a macadamized 
road from a common dirt road it is essential 
that the surface should be scraped or exca­ 
vated. in order to give a good foundation for 
tbe layer of broken stone. 
The earth is then 
thoroughly rolled, in order to compact it and 
prevent the broken stone from sinking too 
deeply in the soft earth. 
If the telford toun- 
dution is used the stones, which are from 
six 
tu 
eight 
inches 
in 
size 
are 
set 
in 
position 
on 
the rolled 
earth 
and 
covered 
with 
a six-inch 
layer 
of 
macadam metal, broken so as to pass through 
a two and a half inch ring. 
This is then 
rolled with a steam roller, the pattern most 
commouly used being a 15 ton machine. 
YVhen it is found that the metal will not 
yield to the roller the bed is ready for another 
laver of stone, which should be six inches 
deep in the centre, sloping to the sides, and 
again compactly rolled. 
A top dressing of 
fine broken stone, usually the screenings 
from a crusher, and not exceeding three- 
quarter? of an inch in largest dimensions, is 
spread over the road to a depth of two inches. 
A steam roller will compact these screenings 
to a smooth surface, aud the road is ready 
for travel. 
The rolling is facilitated and 
greater compactness secured if the stone is 
thoroughly sprinkled. 
Unless a great volume 
of traffic is to pass over the road, it is not 
necessary to have the metal a foot thick, a 
depth of eight inches being sufficient for or­ 
dinary travel.” 
“ The shape to be given the road surface has 
lieen a subject of much discussion. 
In order 
to get a good water shed, an essential to long 
wear, many roads have been made so round­ 
ing in the center as to be uncomfortable to 
vehicles. 
It is now generally conceded that 
the cress section should be a curve and that 
the height of a road should be one-sixtieth of 
its width, that is, a road bed 30 feet wide, 
should be six inches higher in the centre 
than at the sides. 
These roads ar» ex­ 
pensive—too expensive for cross roads and 
by-ways in the country—and can only be 
built 
where 
the 
number 
of 
vehicles 
using them 
is large. 
To 
macadamize 
one mile of road 30 feet wide and nine inches 
thick in the centre requires about 5,500 tons 
of stone. 
The cost of broken stone varies 
from 70 cents to $2 per ton, according to the 
material used and the distance hauled, so that 
the road surface alone would cost from $3,- 
850 to $11,000 per mile. 
Lancaster-avenue 
from Fifty-second street is surfaced by B er­ 
gen Hill trap rock, brought from Jersey City, 
and considered the best material in this part 
of the country for road building. 
However, 
in the case of the Kensington and O xford 
turnpike the City appropriated $20,000 to 
resurface the road with macadam from Ris­ 
ing Sun to Fox Chase, a distance of six miles, 
and this sum was considered ample to do the 
work well, there being an old foundation to 
work on.”
